mire ;  tlie  reviler  of  individuals  ;  and 
the  calumniator  of  a  ltate.  Until  you 
gave  your  name  to  the  world,  the  rea- 
ders of"  your  writings  were  at  A  loft  (a 
determine  whether  the  author  of 
them  excelled  molt,  in  vanity,  all'ci- 
rance  or  a  total  difihegard  of  truth  ; 
but,  you  being  once  known  to  be  the 
writer,  your  former  well  eltablimed 
reputation,  removal  all  doubt  upon 
the  fubjec't,  becattfe  it  had  been  lon-i 
afcertained  that  you  excelled  equally 
in  all  of  them.  Y  our  name,  where 
ever  jou  are  known,  is  fo  pei  feet  ai 
antidote  to  the  poifou  contained  in 
your  pu!  licari  >ns.  that  if  you  were  as 
•well  kiu»wn  in  all  parts  of  America, 
as  you  are  in  fome,  it  would  be  mine 
CClCary  to  lay  a  Word  in  anfwer  to 
them  ;  but  as  this  is  not  the  cafe,  a  re- 
fpeCt  for  the  opinion  ot  the  unint'oim- 
«d  part  of  the  citizens  of  America, 
makes  it  proper  to  expofe  your  calum- 
nies. I  it, all  leave  it  to  otheis,  to 
it ite  in  their  proper  colors,  other  parts 
of  them ,  and  conli  (if  mv  obi  er  vat  ions 
to  thafe  which  refpeiit  the  Itate  of 
Kentucky. 

The-  c  /barge  which  von  bring  againft 
that  (fate,  is,  that  its   inhabit. nits  are 
enemies  to  (be  union,  that  they  do 
now,  and  long  ii;ue  have  meditated  a  I 
iepar  inon  from  t he  Limed  States,  and"  j 
a  ci'.jfe  connexion  with  France;  and, 
that  to  effect  thefc  purpofes,  they,  as  ! 
long  ago  as  the  year  I  79.;,  f? nt  a  con-  ' 
fidential  agent  to  Paris.     And  to  pro- 
pare  the  public   mind,  to  give  credit 
to  this  charge,  yon  Hate  what  you  lay 
is  the  Ertje  character  of  the  people  of 
this  country.     I  will  hi  (t  enquire  into  ; 
the  jiiitneis  of  the  character  which  I 
you  give  them,  and  :hen  ex  imine  ihe  1 
proofs  which  you  adduce  to  fupport  1 
the  cliarcre  brought   againlt   them  —  I 
You  (ay,  "  the  prefent  iuhabi'ants  of

pulous.      It  contains  more  wen  dceuf- 
tomed  to  the  efe  d4  arms,  and  the  fer-  j 
vice  of  war  ;    an  1  more  ndults  in  pro- 
poition  to  females  and  infants  j  be- 
tides, thefe  men  have  few  local  or  ge- 
neral tics,  as  federal  f\  mei  ican*  —  he-  [ 
taufe  it  has  been  rhe  /i/V  reft  get  fince  | 
the  peace,  of  all  thofe  delinquent  and  j 
defperate    individuals,    whom    other  ; 
ftates  have  a.  rained,  extolled  or  Jif- 
gulled.      To  this  fource  of  aupmciua. 
tion,  may  be  added  ano-hfr  mote  co- 
pious, a'id  lets  tdi >■■'',  though*  rquslly 
nv/rh/r  Vv  ;  that  clafs  of  reduced  peV» 
funs,  who.  forcibly  yetrel'ie'lanlU  ab  m- 
doned  the  cultivated    and  abundant 
lho.  es  of  ihe  ailantic,  to  fVek  a  (belter 
from  the  dazzling  Maze  of  their  w-  ii 
thy  r'ehuioMs  or  rivals  "     It  is  (trange 
that  a  man  who  has  J'lft  returned  to 
America,  aft^r  having,  as  he  informs 
the  public,  been   abfent  from  it  for 
fourteen  years,  (hould  undertake  to 
give  to  the  citizens  of  America,  the  I 
character  of  the  iuhibirnnts  of  one  of 
the  United  "t  ites,  which  has  been  fet- 
tled during  hisabfrnce.  Unacquaint- 
ed as  yon  mil  ft  n-ceflivily  have  been, 
with  the  real  character  ft?  thofe  inha- 
bitants, you  mult  h  ive  eirher  received 
the  one  which  y  «n  have  given  of  them 
from  others,  wi  hour  nrtv  proof:  or 
h;iv<>  fabricated  it  vourfelf,  to  anfwer 
your  malicious  purpofes  ;  but  the  cha- 
tadcr  which  vou  have  given  tliem,  is 
fo  to  rally  void  of  truth,  that  it  cannot 
be  believed  that  any  man  to  whom 
you  would   have  given  credit,  could 
hive  reprefented  if  as  a  jolt  one  to 
yon  :    and  we  ma"   therefore,  fairly 
conclude  that  it  was  the  production  of 
your  own  vicious  mind,  fabricated  to 
alfifl  you.    in    fupporting  the  falfe 
charge   that  yon  intended   to  bring 
ngainft  them,    rftftead  of  Kentucky's 
having  been  peopled  w  ith  fuch  men  as

over  the  earth  a  vagabond.     \\  hen 

yon  fay,  that  "it  is  -veil  knovn  that 
the  lite  of  any  individual  may//r/f  be 
menaced,  (and  if  1  am  iia,li'l>  inform- 
ed, even  faciiliced  to  the  rcfent  menr  of 
certain  privileged  houibcidts)  without 
rhe  /  ..///.  //  rijk  of  punilhiue  it  or  pro- 
fecution;"  yon  aj/'ert  one  ablblute 
falfehood,  and  then  pretend  to  have 
been  informed  of  anothe  r.  It  ii  we/i 
knovjn  not  only  to  i  h  de  «  bo  liv  e  here, 
but  alio  to  the  numeroui  v i (i t a  11  r s  to 
this  country,  that  all  who  are  here, 
enjoy  in  a  Irate  of  the  molt  perfect  fe 
curity,  all  their  perfonal  ri»h»s,  as 
well  as  thofe  which  are  ne^eUacy  for 
the  fecurlty  of  their  property  ;  and 
inftead  66**  that  dread  ol  immediate 
ruin"  which  you  fuppofe  influences  in 
this  conn- 1  y,  tlie  conduct  o!  tliofe  who 
are  friendly  to  fome  of  the  <  bnoxiops 
meafnres  ot  s»overnment.  there  is  no 
Hare  in  the  union,  where  a  fmall  num- 
b-r  of  men  enjoy  and  cxpi  ef,  wi;h  the 
fame  freedom,  that  they  do  in  this 
(late,  fentiments  exp>  el-dy  contrary  to 
ihofe  of  nineteen  twentieths  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  ltate.  ln.leed  the 
fptrM  of  forbearance  i'  fo  <neat  here, 
that  fo.nc  of  this  final]  number,  as  well 
as  fome  of  the  zealous  1 1  iends  of  ar 
bitrary  power,  who  have  vilited  us 
from  the  other  flares,  have  in  vain 
courted  and  merited  a  wry  dirf'cient 
kind  of  treatment. 

W  hen  you  fay  that  "the  inhabit- 
ants of  Kentucky  are  the  lealt  lenown 
there,"  I  am  at  a  refl  to  comprehend 
your  meaning  \  hot  the  I'alfe  roprefeji- 
tatiuis  which  there1  iv  Jj»m -d  icafoiito 
fuppoff  hav«  been  j-iven  by  others  as 
well  «s  youifelf.  of  ihem  &  their  con- 
duct, <viil  readily  account  for  'their 
being  tii e  lealt  known  at  the  fe'et  of  go- 
vernment, of  any  in  a  ltate  fo  poptil 
mis  &  ir  is  id  be  lamented,  that  thefc 
falfchecMtl  );  ii:i  credit  t'.iere,  vc  hen  ir 
would  be  fo  eafy  for  thofe  w  hole  duty 
it  is  to  get  true  information  as  to  both 
After  having  thus  foMeljr  traduced 
the  character  ot  the  people  of  this 
country  it  is  not  fur  pi  iling  that  you 
(hould  bring  forward  a  ground lef> 
charge  againft  them,  and  then  at- 
tempt to  fupport  that  charge  by  afieV' 
tions  altogether  \oi.lof  rl  uih.  t  he 
firll  proof  which  .yoti  adduce  to  fup- 
port your  charge  againlt  the  (fate  of 
Kentucky,  >f at  letter  which  you  fay- 
was  written  hy  the  fpy  A,  to  the  de- 
mocratic fdciety  of  Kentucky  There 
never  was  but  one  democratic  fociety 
fullv  edabliilied  and  regularly  organ- 
ized in  Kentucky:  it  confided  ot  be 
tween  forty  and  fifty  members,  all  of 
Whom  exectpt  lix,  were  inhabitants  of 
the  town  of  Lexington  j  the  fociety 
»ai  called  the  Lexington  democratic 
f-.ciety  ;  and  this  fociety  had  no  con- 
nexion or  correfpondence  with  any 
other  citizens  of  the  country,  in  any 
part  of  it.  Their  principal  object  was 
ro  enquire  into  the  fteps  which  had 
been  taken  to  procure  the  navigation 
of  the  MidiHippij  and  to  recommend 
fuch  meafnres  as  they  thought  would 
be  moll  likely  to  obtain  it  j  and  the 
fociety  dwindled  away  to  nothing,  as 
food  as  It  was  known  that  the  gov- 
ernment was  purfuing  effectual  mea- 
fures  to  procure  it  for  us  ;  their  meet- 
ings and  deliberations  were  public, 
and  a  regular  journal  was  kept  of 
their  proceedings,  which  is  Hill  in  ex- 
iftertce,  anel  may  be  examined  by  any 
pei  foil  wifhing  to  do  it.  Samuel  Ful- 
ton is  fuppofed  to  be  the  perfon  defig- 
nated  by  you,  by  the  character  of  the 
fyy  A  i  Ue  never  was  an  inhabitant  of 


the  hate  ot  Kentucky,  ahho  he  vihr- 
tdit  twice,  hilt  in  '94,  and  laft  in 
'95.  So  tar  from  his  being  employed 
as  a  fpy  or  agent  by  the  democi  a'ic  (o- 
ciety  of  Lexington,  it  is  a  fac't  which 
can  be  eltabhlhed,  as  well  by  their 
proceedings,  as  by  the  united  declara- 
tions of  its  members  oj  Hffi  purti;  i  ,\h;\l 
iie  never  had ,t!«y  communic  ation  with 
that  fociety, and  was  never  employed 
by  them  in  any  manner  whatfoever.  It 
is  Fifd  here,  that  Fulton  went  to  France 
to  folicit  a  coinmilhou  in  the  French 
a>  in y  .  ft  d  tiring  his  11  ay  there,  the  let 
ter  heieto  annexed  was  addrelfcd  by 
him  to  tliat  fociety,  but  it  was  not  re- 
ceived, here,  until  alter  that  (bciery 
was  eliUblved.  Ifyouafkhow  it  hap 
pened.  if  he  was  not  employed  by  the 
fociety,  that  he  llionld  add'refs  fnch  a 
letter  to  them  ;  altho  it  is  not  incum- 
bent on  me  to  explain  his  conduct, 
1  aiifv\er,  that  he  was  intimately  ac- 
quainted with  you  in  France,  and 
r  heref  01  e  it  is  probable  that  he  was  ei- 
rher inlligated  by  you  10  do  it,  el 
I  hat  he  was  led  by  your  example,  to 
at't  the  part  of  a  great  man,  in  a 
Itranjie  countiy,  or  that  upon  a  fup- 
polition,  that  fuch  a  communication 
would  be  plealing  to  the  fociety,  he 
made  it  without  having  bad  any  pre- 
'  ions  directions  from  them,  relpet't- 
ing  any  fuch  buliuefs  Prom  this 
plain  ftateirent  bf  fads,  J  fhoold  be 
:  I  id  to  be  informed  how  the  demo- 
ci aric  fociety  of  Lexington  could  be 
l  efponfiblc  for  the  contents  of  the  let- 
ter which  you  have  pnblilhed,  even 
1  f  it  was  genuine  And  it  the  demo- 
ci atic  fociety  of  Lexington  had  acted 
ever  fo  improperly,  how  could  itn;ir 
c  onduct  be  made  the  foundation  of  a 
charge  apainlt  the  ltate  of  Kentucky  ? 
ue  the  unauthorized  ads  ot  fifty 
men  in  al!;i;e,  formed  into  a  feparate 
locic-ty,  without  any  connexion  or 
common icat'on  as  a  fociety,  wiih  the 
teft  of  the  Itate,  to  criminate  a  whole 
(late,  even  if  thofe  acts  were  ever  fo 
improper  f  Hcth,  common  fenfe  and 
jultice  will  anfwer  thefe  queltiorts  in 
the  negative,  although  jou  may  not 
choofe  to  do  it. 

I  have  f.ud  fo  much  upon  afuppofi- 
tiot',  that  the  letter  whu  h   you  have 
pnblilhed  as  his,  wasieally  written  by 
Fulton;  burl  moie  than  fufpect—  I 
believe  that  it  is  a  forgery.     That  let- 
ter is  diited  at  Paris  the  1  ;th  of  Fcb- 
ruary,  1795:  the  one  which   I  now 
publilh,   the  authenticity   of  which, 
c  tniHit   he  doubted,  is  dated  at  the 
fame  place,  on  the  following  day,  the 
1  41I1  of  February,  1  795.     This  Tail  let- 
ter takes  no  notice  of  his  having  writ- 
ten the  day  before;  and  the  firfl  fen- 
tence  in  It  pioves,  that  it  was  the//// 
letter  he  had  written  to  them  on  that 
fabject.    Until  I  faw  Fulton's  real  let- 
ter of  the  14th  ot  February,  I  could 
not  tell  how   to  reconcile  what  you 
fay  was  your  opinion,  «  that  the  de- 
clared enemies  ot  the  Ameiican  gov- 
ern uieni  could  have  no  partizans  a- 
marts,  the  citizens  of  the  American 
confederation,"   an   opinion,  which 
you  alfofay,  <<  you  had  dared,  in  open 
defiance  of  public  clamour,  and  not 
tori£  </^o,  to  alledgc;"    with  this  part 
of  your  letter,  "  but  that  I  was  de- 
ceived, molt  grofsly   deceived,  many 
/.//  •  mid  damning  prvoj j  ccnlpiic  to  im- 
prefs  on  my  mind  an  I r refl  agable  con- 
viction"      Ihe  principal   of  thefe 
proofs  which  you  now  adduce  tojufti 
fy  this  change  of  opinion   in  you,  is 
tins  letter  which  you  publilhcd  of  the 
nth  of  February  ;  but.  from  the  mat- 
ter of  that  letter,  from  the  place 
where  it  was  written,  from  its  dare, 
and  from  your  local  fituation  when 
you  publifhed  your  letter  to  Mr.  Wic- 
kering, you  in nft  have  been  poflefled 
of  this  letter,  if  it  is  a  genuine  one, 
and  been  fully  informed  of  its  con- 
tents, long  before  your  return  to  A- 
meriea  ;  and  yet  you  ftate  to  Mr.  Pic- 
kering, that  this  letter  is  a  full  and 
compleat  proof  of  the  treafonable  in- 
tentions of  the  ftate  of  Kentucky.— 
If  you  really  did  entertain  your  fiifl 
opinion  thtn,  vi  hen  you  had  this  let- 
ter in  your  pollellion,  and  if  this  let- 
ter  as  pribii  focd  is  noiv  the  molt  fatisfac- 
tory  proof  even  in  your  judgment, 
that  that  opinion   was  erroneous, — 
this  letter  mult  have   undergone  a 
chani»e  -,  for  as  long  as  it  continued 
the  f?me,  it  could  not  produce  fuch 
repugnant   and  oppofite  opinions  in 
the  fame  man.    If  it  has  been  altered, 
the  world  will  know  to  whom  to  at- 


tribute that  ulceration  ,  nud  i  l,  lu  te 
that  alteration  has  been  i;.;,c:e  in  |u 
you  have,  as  you  jren  iu  d  the  M  ot  Kl 
to  do,  made  tmthitt  ibe  tniiUiniiiiy 
of  it  as  jM-blifi  ed,  we  n  a)  rfradllj  ci  n- 
ceivewhy  j  on  eieckn  e  tiih  letter  tt# 
be  «  a  dav.uing  prctj."  If  the  world 
wifhes  to  know  how  j  on  ci  uld  l  ave 
been  turi.ilhed  will;  f tit h  mattiials  as 
would  ha\e  enabled  jcni  10  tabiieat« 
or  alter  thisletier,  let  it  be  ii  f mined, 
that  Fulton,  though  brave ;'and  gene-- 
ions,  was  illiteiaie  and  \ery  little  ac- 
quainted with  the  world  ;  and  that  h> 
was  upon  the  molt  fiiendly  footing 
with  )ou  when  in  France  •  ai  d  tiicii 
it  \\ill  leadily  coije-ctuie,  that  by 
yonr  aits  he  was,  in  common  vith 
many  other  Americans,  made  both, 
your  dupe  and  pigeon,  when  in  fifiin  e. 
A  companion  ot  the  two  letters,  and 
an  exau. ination  of  the  addition*  and 
alterations  contained  in  the  one  v  hich 
you  have  publifhed,  as  having  beetx 
written  by  Fulton,  will  prove  the  hcu. 
eft  vtev  with  which,  thofe  additions 
and  alteritions  were  made.  1 
'I  he  next  proof  which  you  ofrer  tr» 
fupport  ihe  charge  againlt  the  data 
of  Kentucky,  ot  entertaining  1 1  c  afon- 
able  dtligns,  is,  the.  retoiniions  of 
Clarke  county,  which,  wbhyoir  i  ful 
al  canduui  ,  you  Hate  as  htiving  beeii 
palled  in  Lexington,  thai  you  nrfgM 
be  able  to  concentrate?  all  tlie  treafon- 
able ads  (as  you  are  pleafed  to  call 
them)  in  that  place  Thofe  refoluti:

(CONCLUSION.) 

AN  ADDRESS, 
to  the  people  ot  kentucky. 

Feli.ow-Citizems  ; 
AT  a  period £ot  many  month-,  fub 
"fequent  ro  tlude  decrees  whicli  had 
•  been  palled  in  Fi  ance,  and  which  had 
fprcad  the  molt  didreliing  devallation 
AVer  the  American  coaimeice,  iimilar 
iOiies  were  ill'ued  from  the  cabinet 
of  Great  Britain.  The  refentmeiu 
which  thefe  h.dtile  meafures  infpired 
in  America,  is,  perhaps,  one  of  the 
drongeit  hillances  that  can  be  addu- 
ced, to  difcover  the  different  dilpoli- 
ti.ins  which  the  United  States  felt  to- 
wards France  and  Fngland.  Repeated 
inj  try,  added  to  intuit,  had  marked 
the  conduct  ofthe  lirlt,  from  the  com 
mencement  of  the  revolution.  They 
were  ovei  looked  w  ith  the  amiable  for- 
bearance of  triendihip,  and  felt,  with 
more  real  farrow  than  relcntmcut. 
One  folttary  indance  of  aggreifiop, 
now  marked  the  cond  uCt  of  tlie  latter  ; 
which  awakeningtlieieiiieiiibiai.ee  of 
former  injuries,  gave  birth  to  a  de- 
gree of  rAncbar  and  refentment, 
throughout  the  union,  thatfeemed  to 
threaten  an  iminediate  and  open  de 
duration  of  war.  —  What  could  thofe 
different  difpolitioiis  indicate  I  A  In 
periority  ol  injury  and  inlulr,  had 
marked  the  c.n  luct  of  France,  which 
every  ilay  grew  with  accelerated  vi- 
gour. A  ^elTer  degree  of  either,  had 
been  experienced  from  Lngland, 
which  ha;l  a  fpeedy  termination. — 
The  conclolion  to  be  drawn  from  thefe 
cit  cnmilances,  is  every  day  exempli- 
fied in  focial  life— We  overlook  with 
patience,  the  foibles  of  a  fiiend,  to 
wlv.Kuwe  pre  fincercly  attached,  and 
even  pqt  up  ^viih  fome  degree  of  inju- 
which  his  improper  conducTt  ma) 
have  comm.'nu  ated  ;  whillt  an  inju 
ry  or  an  mini:  from  a  character  who 
has  not  made  fo  far  an  ad  v  aucement  in 
0:11  eiteem,  receives  immediate  refent- 
ment, and  is  repelled  with  intrepedi- 

In  addition  to  the  above  inilance  of 
f;  i_'ii:l!hip  011  the  part  ofninerica,  to- 
waids  the  French  republic,  another 
ot , equal  import,  may  be  adduced  — 
JJeneaih  the  influence  of  the  above 
mentioned  decrees,  made  in  the  French 
convention,  the  parts  of  Fiance  were 
crouded  with  American  veiiels,  cap. 
turcd  on  the  high  fen.  —  Thefe  were 
loaded  many  a!  them,  witli  the  whole 
fo.i  tunes  of  our  citizens,  Many  nionths 
palled,  without  the  moil  remote  caufe 
being fuggeded for  a  (\lle;n  of  ag 
greilion.  wlib  h  doo'ned  our  merchants 
to  bankruptcy  and  threw  additional 
lmgedhnent*  in  the  way  of  out  nation- 
al profperiry. —  fhefe  lei  ious  iujui  ies, 
however,  which  would  have  been  the 
fjguals  tor  war  again (t  any  other  nati- 
on, were  not  all  fullicient  to  attrac't 
the  refentmeut  of  A merica  ;  w  bo  onl) 
exprelled  the  fenfations  (he  telt,  in 
appeals  of  f  riendly  vemonlt ranee  and 
conciliation.  I  bete  appeals  were  as 
■coolly  liilened  to,  as  tiiey  were  un- 
leeling! 7  neglected,.  Many  of  the 
claims  of  our  citizens  hive  (ince  been 
unaccre  litc  i,  and  property  to  a  confi- 
<lerable  amount,  placed  beyond  the 
probability  of  reclamation. 

It  is  thus  that  America  has  been 
"treated  by  a  nation,  whom  itie  had 
been  accultomed  to  view  in  the  char- 
acter of  i  he  ally  an  I  the  friend.  The 
Lidory^of  piracy  can  only  afford  fimi- 
jnilar  indances  of  unjad  aggrefQon. 
The  divan  of  Ajgiers  has  not  been  more 
V*n-tat  ural  than  the  directory  of  France, 
nor  will  the  commerce  of  nations  re. 
<eive  more  lei. icy  f  rom  the  French  re. 
public,  than  the  wot  Id  lias  experien- 
<ei!,  from  the  in  ho  fpi  table  (Htes  of 
Afrrica.  It  itlttlt,  furely,  be  a  Itrange 
infatuation  in  a  country,  which  can 
view  thefe  direful  aggreflions,  with- 
out feeling  a  proper  and  unanimous 
refentment.  Still  America  appears 
jiot  confeious  ot  r  he  ills  ihe  fulfers,  and 
ftoops  to  <i  kifs  the  defpotic  haml 
that  bis  purloined  her  fron  herfelf." 

It  has  already  been  nbl'vrved,  that 
the  decrees  which  had  iiTued  from  the 
Br'uifh  rabinef  gave  coiiii  Jerable alarm 
to  the  United  Stares  ;  and  infpired  the 
.general  refentinenr  of  our  citizens.— 
Thefe  decrees  ma  le  liable  American 
veiiels  having  on  board  provilions. 
pound  to  France  ;  which  we»e  to  be 
Carried  into  the  ports  of  Britain,  for 
fale,  J*f  j  to  R've  fecurity  for  their  be- 
ing fold  *n  tbe  poits  of  nations,  then 
in  Kriendiinp*  W ith  the  kingdom— An- 
other ntfit,  of  equal  injury  to  our  com- 
%.oiuuierceiUuedro.ucuuie  after,  made 


liable  American  velTels,  laden  with 
the  produce  of1  .a  Freiuli  colony,  or 
carrying  provisions  to  the  {'ame. 
fhefe  velitls  weie  to  be  brought  into 
cngli.h  ports  for  adjudication  and 
their  cargoes  difpoicd  of  agreeable 
to  a  decree  of  admiralty. 

Such  conduct  in  the  cabinet  of  En- 
gland, could  not  fail  to  demand  im- 
mediate redrefs—  The  clamour  for 
war  was  fo  loud  and  fo  general  that 
the  government  mult  have  yicled  to 
the  voice  ol  the  people  had  not  tome 
pacilic  meaiures  been  adopted.  Fre- 
fei  ing  negotiation,  therefore  as  tde 
only  1  eloui  ce  of  happinefs  and  proi- 
perity.as  the  only  means  of  reltonng 
that  tranquility  (o  delirable  in  a  repub- 
lic, an  envoy  was  dilpatched  to  king* 
laud  with  lnltructious  to  negotiate  a 
treaty  of  peace,  or  to  lettle  t lie  exid- 
ing  iliiies  ences.  Buj  before  1  proceed 
tui  ther,  permit  uie  to  digrefs  1 1  om  the 
point  in  queltion,  to  m  .ke  lbme  re- 
marks upon  the  conduct  of  ihe  demo- 
crats of  1  704  and  thofe  of  .  79b,  with 
rtlpcct  to  our  Uifpute  with  Lngland, 
at  lhat  time,  and  ourpielent  adt\r- 
ence  w  ith  LheFi  euch  republic. —  l'hele 
remarks  w  ill  101  in  a  co..tratt,  repie- 
tentative  or  a  i>:ie.n  ot  1  nconlitl ency , 
which  can  never  be  formed  troni  the 
principles  of  r ig pit  rfdfut  and  ol  uubi- 
jjj'ed  truth. — it  is  upon  iheie  princi- 
ples, that  the  llrels  of  demoiratical 
liit'iitutions  ai  e/>/-iiV/.i/t ./  to  be  laid; 
and  tlie  conduct  of  their  advocates, 
therefore,  deterves  commentation. 

it  is  the  preio^ative  ol  light  reafon, 
to  originate  in  me  mind,  every  tiuc 
political  opinion.  Ittlieieis  any  de- 
gree  of  pai  tiulicy  ,  eittier  dictated  by 
prejudTe,  or  tormeu  m  the  luggelli- 
on>  of  incerelt,  it  is  a  tign  that  right 
real<,n  could  not  have  dictated  a  poli- 
tical opinion,  which  might  relt  on 
thefe  piinciples  —  Political  opinions 
(hi)  ill  J  be  tegular  and  Iteady,  when 
1  lglit  reafon  yives  them  ihe  lemblancc 
of  truth  ;  and  there  are  no  coi.tidcra 
tions  whatever,  that  lliould  gain  fo 
complete  a  dominion  over  the  mind  of 
the  patriot,  as  to  induce  him.  to  re- 
linquilh  the  power  01  conviction.— 
Ihe  fmalleft  bent  of  partiality,  the 
lead  aiietition  to  perfoual  inierelt  01 
aggrandizement  degrades  his  under- 
ltaiiding  anil  opens  ins  mind  to  the 
whole  chaos  of  political  f  olly. 

In  the  year  l  794,  when  the  depre- 
dations  of  Great  bi  itaiu  aroufed  the 
wnei  ican  mind  to  a  contemplation  ot 
the  injuiies  our  coinmeice  tiien  fut- 
fered,  manv  ot  the  molt  conlpicuous 
democratj  ol  1794  weie  loud  111  the 
denunciation  of  immediate  vengeance. 
In  1  798,  v\  hell  the  ml.ihs  and  aggielii- 
ons  ot  France  has  laid  our  coinmeice 
under  contribution  and  ruined  the 
brightelt  prjfpecis  ot  our  mercantile 
body,  war  and  vei'geance  are  the  lead 
thought  of,  but  condemned  on  prin- 
ciples which  in  '94  tiiat  fugacious  ho- 
tly had  never  thought  ol .— 1  n  94  our 
refourcesto  g>towa;  with  orcat  li  1  i - 
tain  were  ample  and  fully  adequate  10 
relent  on  bonoi  able  terms,  the  inju- 
ries and  i.ilults  we  then  differed.  In 
'98  four  years  afterwards  when  we  had 
a  deet,  lor  marine  operation,  when 
our  commerce  had  incrcafed,  and  con- 
fequeutly  our  luifi  rings  on  the  high 
leas^reatcr,  when  ou»-  refources  had 
actually  accumulated,  and  when  the 
train  of  provocation  have  been  much 
fuperior,  that  wife  body  who  build 
their  doctrines  ot  policy  upon  right 
reafon,  fuggell  the  impolicy  of  a  war 
with  Fi  ance,  make  calculat  ons  of  on  1 
refources,  and  dwell  on  the  horrors  ot 
hoddity  w  ith  all  the  feeling  eloqtienct 
which  political  piety  can  infpiie.  —  In 
I  794,  dut  ing  tiie  exiltence  of  gi  ievan- 
ces  which  bear  no  decree  of  j  nallel 
with  thofe  which  Fiance  lias  indicted, 
or  which  Ihe  has  threatened,  to  our 
fovereignty,  when  no  holtile  incli- 
nation on  the  part  of  Oreat  Bi  hain,  e- 
ver  appeared  to  extend  itfelf  beyond 
the  high  leas,  when  no  mini  it  era  ot 
peace  had  been  molt  fhamefully  in- 
fulted,  and  our  government  treated 
with  unmerited  contempt,  as  has  been 
the  cafe  repeatedly  by  the  French  re- 
public, the  democrats  nt  that  period, 
blamed  our  adminill ration  as  the  dupes 
ot"  Fngland,  as  permitting  our  fove- 
reignty to  be  infolted,  and  our  inde- 
pendence threatened  with  invafion. 
In  179^,  when  France  has  really  broken 
the  laws  of  nations,  commenced  pirate 
and  has  actually  threatened  the  U- 
nited  Stares,  with  war,  this  warlike 
body  has  rttraCied  from  the  idea  of 
ho.flility  with  the  precipitation  of  a 
purfued  thief,  and  isfilent  as  to  the  un 
precedented  obloquy  w  hich  the  French 
repubJic  has  thrown  upon  the  dignity 
of  thiscountry  —  in  1  794,  among  other 
fuggcttions  as  reafonsfor  an  immcdi- 1 


ate  c'eclaraticn  of  war,,  it  w?s  faid, 
that  the  oommeiicement  ol  liplt  ill  tics, 
on  our  coinmeice  by  Britain,  was  on- 
ly the  beguiling  of  lhat  plan,  whLh 
the  cabinet  had  ibriried,  to  b;  ing  A- 
merica  batk  to  her  former  colonial 
(ituatS&t.  In  1798,  when  France, 
grown  info',ent  beneath  her  fuccelles, 
and  feeling  that  triumph  which  power 
brings,  has  extended  her  arm  to  mo* 
led  the  quietude  ot  i.urope  and  Alia, 
when  it  is  appai  cut  that  dominion  is 
|l«r  object,  and  OOt  the  happinefs  ol 
tlie  human  race,  it  is  pretended  by 
that  order,  who  ground  their  politi- 
cal  piinciples  011  rjr^A*  rcaj^/i,  that  the 
republic  of  America  it  fee  u  re  from  a 
French  invalion  and  that  the  deligns 
of  France  are  too  virtuous  ever  to 
make  an  attack  upon  a  nation  whole 
lovei  1  ioniy  has  been  formed  on  prill, 
eiples  (imilar  to  her  own  —  I  his  idea 
is  as  ridiculous  as  it  is  impolitic,  it 
ferves  to  lull  the  mind  into  that  latal 
fecurity,  which  has  anthorized  the 
ftruggtefuf  bio  rope  and  filled  the  do- 
minions  of  princes  w  itii  Haves.  —  h e- 
p  ibluanifm  dictated  to  France  cieien- 
live  war  ;  but  hei  ambition  hasiaui- 
ed  bei  beyond  the  limits  of  hurope, 
when  fuccets  ha<l  attended  hei  ai  »i  s, 
ro  itivade  tlie  regions  of  the  ealt.  1  he 
fame  principles  fuggclled  an  obfer* 
vance  of  the  laws  of  nations  ;  but  her 
p  i  Ic  has  induced  her  to  commence  pi- 
rate, and  invade  the  property  of  her 
bed  ally  and  friend.  —  When  we  dif- 
cover fuch  glaring  inlhinces  of  peili- 
dionfnefs,  u  .  igled  with  fuch  unbound 
ed  ambition,  what  viola. ion  of  duty 
may  we  not  expect  to  fee,  cen  in  a  1  e 
public  ?  Ina  word,  ate  the  United 
Mates,  which  nature  has  rendered  the 
object  of  envy  by  the  powers  of  Lu- 
rope,  beneath  the  ambitious  hopes  of 
France,  or  exempt  Iroin  dangei  s  w  hich 
an  unpritii  iplcd  power  mav  brood  into 
exillence  ?  finally  in  1794,1'uih  was 
the  imputfe  infpired  by  Britilh  ajigref- 
lions,  and  fo  palpably  degraded  was 
the  dignity  of  our  conntiy,  in  the  elti- 
mation  of  the  democrats,  that  ne- 
gotiation for  the  return  of  a  happy 
peace,  was  deemed  ablurd,  was  deem- 
ed as  derogatory  and  as  impolitic. 
In  179-3,  when  the  waiing  lyHem, 
from  every  circumdance  ol  intuit  and 
vexation,  Ofeigbt  with  mm  e  j  ult  ice  have 
been  tyrgtd,  |e  have  protcc'ted  our  ho- 
nor and  laved  us  Irointhe  alpei  lions 
of  all  F.urope,  the  democrats,  go  vein- 
ed  bv  right  reajou,  viewed  negoiiation 
as  elfcntial.  T  hey  appear  to  have 
made  no  proportion  between  the 
crime  and  tlie  puniilnneiit.  no  difcH 
mina-.ion  between  the  political  urgent 
cy  in  the  one  cafe,  and  the  piop  i.  tv 
of  it  in  the  other.  Governed  by  the 
inipulfe  of  prejudice,  Fngland  was 
doomed  to  feel  the  rigor  or  war,  for 
a  crime  of  iufeiior  iiK^nkude,  v.  ith 
thofe  of  Fr;a..e,  whilfl  t  rance,  whuft 
enormities  hive  been  unexampled  in 
the  annals  of  nations,  w  as  deeme  l 
worthy  of  conciliation,  upon  anv 
tei  ins  w  hatever. 

For  Uiis  heterogeneous  plan  of  poli- 
tics, America  ha^  been  indebted  to  the 
democraticai  doctiige  of  right  reufon. 
If,  however,  the  influence  of  right 
reafon,  agreeably- to  tlie  true  meaning 
of  the  word,  mould  ever  extend  it  fell 
over  the  affairs  of  l.ations,  it  will  be 
belter  for  the  world,  itatefmen,  in 
applying  its  injunctions  to  the  fttaa 
tion  o»  mankind,  governed  by  preju- 
dices, and  fwayed  in  their  v  arious  pur- 
fuits  by  interell  and  ambition,  will 
find  the  genuine  doc'trine  of  right  rea- 
fon to  concentre  in  plans  that  lhall 
promote  their  happinefs,  by  amelio- 
rating the  human  conditio;].
